262.47 a year to maintain itself in 
health and reasonable comfort. The 
recent report shows that-since that 
date the cost of the budget items has 
changed to such an extent that $2,188 
is required to maintain the same stan 
dard today. 

‘The average expenditures necessary 
to meet the major items of this health 
and comfort budget for a family with 
8 children on the basis of costs in 
June 1927 were:
